St. Paul, Jan. 7.—John A. Johnson 
was installed as chief executive of 
the state of Minnesita for the third 
time. The ceremonies attending the 
inauguration were simple. 
Chief Jus­ 
tice Start administered the oath of 
office. The galleries of the house 
chamber, where the inauguration took 
place were filled with visitors. 
A document of more than ordinary 
length—nearly 
eighty 
typewritten 
pages in all, the reading of the mes­ 
sage was a rather tiresome task and 
while a majority of the members sat 
through it, many sought the comforts 
Bf the house smoking room before its 
conclusion. 
Governor Johnson, 
too, 
was rather weak in voice by the time 
he finished, though he omitted many 
paragraphs. 
Unlike the scene two years ago, the 
inauguration of the governor was de­ 
void of the spectacular. There was 
Borne cheering when he entered the 
chamber 
preceded 
by 
the 
senate 
members and the committee named to 
wait upon him, and there was some 
applause after the brief introduction 
by Speaker Rock ne, hut otherwise his 
reception was somewhat perfunctory.

Johnson, 
with

friends, occupied chairs on the main 
floor while in the gall* vies were t he 
wives of many of the house and s e t­ 
tle members. 
Accompanying 
the 
governor 
and 
teated with him on the speaker’s ros­ 
trum were former Governors Lind and 
Hubbard. 
To his left sat Lieutenant 
Governor Eberhart, while on the right 
was seated Speaker Rockne. 


Sworn in by Chief Justice Start. 
Archie Vernon, chief clerk, proceed­ 
ed to the joint roll call. 
The gov­ 
ernor was then sworn In as the 
state’s ehieL.executive by Chief Jus­ 
tice Start of the state supreme court. 
During the ceremony there was a 
deathlike silence in the house. 
With the first week generally given 
over to preliminaries, the senate upset 
precedent by suddenly getting down 
to business, and before it had ad- 
ourned to meet with the house in 
oint session for the inauguration of 
the governor, had no less than nine 
hills to its credit. 
The honor of introducing the first 
bill went to Senator A. D. Stevens of 
Crookston. 
It called for $150,000 for 
legislative expenses, and in language 
was the same as those that have pre­ 
ceded it since Minnesota became a 
state and the legislature its only law­ 
making body. 
It received the unani­ 
mous assent of the senators. 
Eight other bills were introduced 
by Senators E. H. Canfield, Luverne; 
George ll. Sullivan, Stillwater, and V. 
B. Seward, Marshall, and referred to 
the different committees. 
Senator Canfield’s bill relates to the 
time and place of meeting of the two 
houses and the time when bills shall 
be introduced. 
The feature of this 
bill is that no new bills shall be intro- 
fluced after the first thirty legislative 
days of the session, unless the atten­ 
tion of the legislature shall be called 
to some im portant m atter by a special 
message from the governor. 


To Bar Wholesale Liquor Dealers. 
Senator Canfield also proposes that 
In cities of third and fourth classes 
po licenses for the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors shall be granted to any 
wholesale dealer in or manufacturer 
Of intoxicating liquors. 
Another bill by Senator Canfield 
provides th at certain contracts en­ 
tered into with unlawful trusts and 
combinations shall be null and void. 
Senator 
Sullivan introduced four 
bills. The first was for the establish­ 
ment, equipment and maintenance of 
a factory at the state prison for the 
manufacture of mowers and harvesters 
and to allow the appropriation of 
$300,000 from the state binding twine 
fund. 
Another 
measure 
introduced 
by 
Senator Sullivan authorizes the state 
hoard of control to issue certificates 
of indebtedness and to authorize the 
levy of a tax for the completion of the 
building for the new state prison. The 
complete cost is not to exceed $2,000,- 
000, to be levied in ten annual install­ 
ments. 
Senator Sullivan also introduced a 
measure for the establishment of a 
legislative reference library. 
A fourth bill introduced by Senator 
Sullivan is to prohibit the construc-

Investigation was begun at once to 
clear away a temporary uncertainty 
as to the identity of the victim and 
to obtain clues regarding the murderer 
and the motive for the crime. 
Identi­ 
fication of the dead clergyman was 
soon effected by Orville Lindsay, who 
was sent to the church for that pur­ 
pose by Mrs. Carmichael, who had 
been in great distress since her hus­ 
band failed to return home as expect­ 
ed and who surmised that the minister 
was the victim as soon as she heard 
the report tlint someone had been 
murdered in 
the Columbus church. 
At the time of his death it was not 
known that the murdered minister 
had an enemy in the world. 
Myron Brown, who lives near th«- 
s c e n e of the tragedy, discovered the 
crime. 
While he was waiting at th • 
crossroads to keep an appointm ent 
the cold wind drove him to seek shel­ 
te r in the church. 
He wcs surprised 
to find the church doors unlocked and 
upon opening them was horrified to 
see the church floor, the pews and 
oven the communion table daubed 
with blood and fragments of clothing 
scattered all around. 
Evidently the 
clergyman, who was fifty-six years old. 
and of athletic build, had made n 
terrific struggle for l is life. 
Brown 
notified th<- sheriff's office at Port Hu­ 
ron and an investigation was made. 
While the closest investigation re­ 
sulted in the disclosure of nothing 
more than circumstantial evidence, the 
belief is growing that the butchering 
of the unoffending minister was the 
act of a pervert, as there is no indica­ 
tion whatever of any motive for the 
crime aside from an overpowering lust 
for blood.

MOTIVE FOR CRIME UNKNOWN 


Michigan Pastor Not Known to Have 


an Enemy in the World— Severed 


Corpse Found Partly Consumed in 


the Two Heating Stoves of One of 


H is 
Three 
Churches— Clergyman j 


Made a Fight for His Life. 


Detroit, Jan. 7.—The dismembered 
body of Rev. John J. Carmichael, a 
Methodist minister, was found partly 
consumed by fire in the two heating 
stoves of one of his three churches 
near Columbus, in the southwestern 
part of St. Clair county. 
Investigation was begun at once to 
clear away a temporary uncertainty 
as to the identity of the victim and 
to obtain clues regarding the murderer 
and the motive for tho crime. 
Identi­ 
fication of the dead clergyman was 
soon effected by Orville Lindsay, who 
was sent to the church for that pur­ 
pose by Mrs. Carmichael, who had 
been in great distress since her hus­ 
band failed to return home as expect­ 
ed and who surmised that the minister 
was the victim as soon as she heard 
the report that someone had been 
murdered in the Columbus church. 
At the time of his death it was not 
known that the murdered minister 
had an enemy in the world. 
Myron Brown, who lives near the 
scene of the tragedy, discovered the 
crime. 
While he was waiting at th"1 
crossroads to keep an appointment 
the cold wind drove him to seek shel­ 
ter in the church. 
He was surprised 
to find the church doors unlocked and 
upon opening them was horrified to 
see the church floor, the pows and 
even 
the 
communion table daubed 
with blood and fragments of clothing 
scattered all around. 
Evidently the 
clergyman, who was fifty-six years cid. 
and of athletic build, had made a 
terrific struggle for his life. 
Brown 
notified the sheriffs office at Port Hu­ 
ron and an investigation was made. 
While the closest investigation re­ 
sulted in the disclosure of nothing 
more than circumstantial evidence, the 
belief is growing that the butchering 
of the unoffending minister was the 
act of a pervert, as there is no indica­ 
tion whatever of any motive for the 
crime aside from an overpowering lust 
for blood. The Carmichael tragedy oc­ 
curred within two miles of the place 
where a few years ago John Staley 
was found murdered. 
The mystery of 
Staley’s death was never solved.

cial m essage following the action of 
the house in resenting the objection­ 
able portion of the president's m es­ 
sage, will take the opportunity to re­ 
ply to the president. 
R epresentative Griggs of Georgia on 
Monday moved that the special m es­ 
sage of the president be returned to 
the chief executive, but withdrew1 his 
motion on the advice of som e of hi 
Dem ocratic colleagues. 
It is under­ 
stood that the report of the special 
com m ittee, however, v ill he a rebuke 
nearly as severe as would have been 
the action proposed by Mr. Griggs, if 
it is not more so. 
It is said that the report of the com­ 
m ittee will recommend either the re­ 
fusal by the house to receive that por­ 
tion of the president’s annual m essage 
which It is claimed reflected on the 
house, or will severely rebuke the 
president in some other manner. 
The 
suggestion that the com m ittee will re 
port in favor of laying on the table 
tho objectionable portion of the m es­ 
sage as w* ll as the Fpeclal m essage 
which followed the action taken by 
congress on the annual m essage Is not 
being given much consideration by 
many members of the house.

W ashington, Jan. 
7.—The special 
com m ittee considering the reference 
to congress and the secret service in 
the president’s annual m essage is to 
report to the house on Friday. 
It is 
expected that there will be consider­ 
able debate on the report of the com­ 
m ittee, which will be presented to the 
house by R epresentative Perkins of 
New York, the chairm an. 
Represen­ 
tatives Tawney of M innesota, Smith 
of Iowa, Fitzgerald of New York and 
Sherley of Kentucky, who were re­ 
ferred to by the president in his spe­ 
cial message following the action of 
the house in resenting the objection­ 
able portion of the president’s mes­ 
sage, will take the opportunity to re­ 
ply to the president. 
R epresentative Griggs of Georgia on 
Monday moved th at the special mes­ 
sage of the president be returned to 
the chief executive, but w ithdrew his 
motion on the advice of some of hi.; 
Democratic colleagues. 
It is under­ 
stood that the report of the special 
committee, however, will be a rebuke 
nearly as severe as w'ould have been 
the action proposed by Mr. Griggs, if 
it is not more so. 
It is said th at the report of the com­ 
m ittee will recommend either the re­ 
fusal by the house to receive th at por­ 
tion of the president’s annual m essage 
which It is claimed reflected on the 
house, or will severely rebuke the 
president In some other m anner.
